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RECORDS OF COUNTY DELEGATION 
Laconia, N. H., February 12, 1946 


The Belknap County Delegation met at the County 
Home for the annual meeting at 11 a. m. At this time 
consideration of the budget for 1946 was considered 
by the Budget Committee. Members of this committee 
present were Mr. Rogers and Mr. Cotton, with Chair- 
man Hopkins and Clerk Atwood of the Delegation. At 
12:30 a fine dinner was served by Supt. and Mrs. Flan- 
ders. The County Commissioners were present and 
guests included: ‘County Solicitor Johnson, County 
Chaplain Fitzpatrick, Belknap Area Supt. John Proc- 
tor and Miss Ebba Jansen of the Laconia Evening 
Citizen. Members of the Delegation absent were: Shat- 
tuck of Alton, Lord of Gilford, Doyle of Laconia and 
Neal of Meredith. 

All present gave Supt. and Mrs. Flanders a hearty 
vote of thanks for the excellent dinner. Chairman Hop- 
kins called the meeting to order and presented Supt. 
Proctor, who spoke briefly. 

A Committee from the Laconia Chamber of Com- 
merce, introduced at this time by Chairman Hopkins 
presented for consideration a proposition concerning 
changing the location of the County Home before a 
new dormitory is built. Speakers were Vice Pres. Paul 
Kinney, Mr. O’Shea and Mr. Morin. Their case was 
presented as follows: 


1. Laconia needs the present County land for ex- 
pansion in housing plans expected during the next 
twenty-five years. 


2. Land sold for individual house lots would bring 
more taxes to the city, making Laconia’s share of the 
County tax higher than at present. 


3. County could find another situation just as desir- 
aye for their purposes but less desirable for house 
ots. 

4. The Chamber of Commerce does not recommend 
the change if it means more expense to the County 
as a whole. 
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5. The C. of C. has a committee looking up the 
value of the present location and the possibilities of 
a change. Mr. Kinney stated in answer to a question 
that they had no definite offer for the land. 

Commissioner Smith stated that possibly all that 
would be needed by Laconia for the development pur- 
poses would be the shore property which might be 
spared without changing the location of the County 
Home. Discussion followed, the committee answering 
questions of the Delegation and the Commissioners. 
The committee then retired. 

Mr. Matthews gave his report as Chairman of the 
Recreation Area Sub-Committee. (Report attached). 
It was moved by Philbrick, seconded by Tilton that this 
committee be continued. The vote was affirmative. It 
was moved by Cotton seconded by Tilton that we ac- 
cept the report of this committee. The vote was affirm- 
ative. 


February 12, 1946 


The Delegation proceeded to take up discussion of 
the Budget, as presented by Chairman Hopkins. Items 
as far as Belknap Area were approved as presented. 
Mr. Matthews explained the need of further repairs 
at the Area. He moved, seconded by Stafford, that 
$4000.00 be appropriated for this purpose. 


Discussion followed; The Commissioners were asked 
how appropriation would be spent. They replied for a 
new tower and a small truck and repeated “the Area 
can take care of itself when it gets to operating now 
that the war is over.” Mr. Cotton stated he was not 
opposed to raising money for the Area if needed but 
thought that the $3000.00 in Capital Reserve Fund 
should be used first. Mr. Matthews and Mr. Stafford 
withdrew their motion. Mr. Matthews moved that the 
Capital Reserve Fund of $3000.00 be used and $2500.00 
be appropriated this year for expenses. County Solicit- 
or explained that the $3000.00 could not be used except 
for capital repairs. 
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It was moved by Cotton and seconded by Philbrick 
that the $3000 in the Capital Reserve Fund be released 
for use this year at the Area for capital expeditures. 
County Solicitor explained that this should be account- 
ed for separately. The vote was unanimously in the 
affirmative. It was moved by Stafford, seconded by 
Nichols, that the $2500 be appropriated for use at the 
Area. The vote was affirmative. 

The Commissioners called attention to the fact that 
they have a surplus of $9445.34 which they would rec- 
ommend be set aside for a new dormitory. Their idea 
would be to have the dormitory built in a period of two 
or three years. They expressed the fact that the special 
committees appointed have been a big help. 

It was moved by Rogers, seconded by Matthews, 
that the surplus of $9445.34 plus $3500 raised this year 
by taxation, be placed in the bank as a Capital Reserve 
Fund to build a new County Home. The vote carried. 

It was moved by Matthews and seconded by Nichols 
that the surplus of $2500 for new construction at the 
County Home be added to the Capital Reserve Fund 
for the new building. The motion prevailed. 

Commissioner Colby mentioned the pension program 
for. county employees. County Solicitor explained it. 
Discussion followed. It was moved by Matthews, sec- 
onded by Cotton that a committee of three be appointed 
by the Chair to study retirement plan and report at 
next meeting. The motion prevailed. . 

It was moved by Tilton and seconded by Rogers 
that the Budget be adopted as discussed $122,160.00 to 
be raised by taxation. (Copy attached). The vote was 
affirmative. 

It was moved by Tilton, seconded by Guay, that a 
committee of three be appointed by the Chair to study 
matter presented by the Chamber of Commerce, and 
report at next meeting. The motion prevailed. Mr. Staf- 
ford announced that the members of the Delegation 
will receive invitations to the Ski Club Ball on March 
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eighth. Moved by French, seconded by Shannon that 
the Meeting adjourn. The vote was affirmative. Meet- 


ing adjourned at 4:15.

Rogers discussed what he had found out concerning 
the application of the system and the County Commis- 
sioners gave needed information in regard to employ- 
ees. It was found that an estimate of the necessary 
amount to raise for this year would be about $800.00. 
The committee decided to call a meeting of the Dele- 
gation to act upon the information at hand on March 
21 at 2 p. m. The meeting is to be held at the Court 
House. |

At the County Commissioners Office at Laconia, 
March 15, 1946 the special County Delegation for the 
County Farm, held a meeting with the County Com- 
missioners and the Laconia Chamber of Commerce 
to discuss the possibility of moving the County Farm 
and the sale thereof. 
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The County Commissioners presented the tax bill for 
the past five years paid to the City of Laconia totaling 
$14,093.22, showing that the County Farm had been 
paying taxes to the City. 

Mr. Colby stated that the present County Farm pro- 
perty, if sold, should equal a new site and construction 
of buildings and that something should be known def- 
initely in the near future because the County Com- 
missioners were hoping to build as soon as material 
was available. 

Questions were asked of the Chamber of Commerce, 
as to whether the City was interested in just the shore 
land or the whole farm site. They stated that the value 
of the property would be lost unless the entire property 
was acquired. 

No definite offer for the farm has been made. 

Mr. O’Shea said a dormitory for 100 nurses at the 
Laconia Hospital would cost $250,000.00 as given esti- 
mate for replacing buildings. 

A discussion was held in regards to plans, locations, 
types and size of farm to be built if the farm is sold.

A special meeting of the Delegation was called by 
Chairman Charles Hopkins at 2 p. m. at the County 
Court House to hear the reports of the sub-committees 
appointed at the annual meeting. Roll call found ab- 
sent: Nichols of Center Harbor, Lord of Gilford, Doyle 
and French of Laconia, Horne and Neal of Meredith. 
The Commissioners were present as well as representa- 
tives from the Evening Citizen and the Manchester 
Union. Mr. Rogers reported for his committee, explain- 
ing the working of the Retirement System. Discussion 
followed. It was moved by Cotton, seconded by Shat- 
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tuck that the report be accepted. The vote was affirm- 
ative. The following resolution was read by the Clerk:

The above resolution was adopted as appears by the

It was moved by Tilton, seconded by Bucklin that 
$700.00 be appropriated to be used for the Retirement 
Fund to January 1, 1947. The vote was unanimous. 

Mrs. Atwood read the report of her committee (copy 
attached). It was moved by Atwood, seconded by 
Philbrick that the delegates go into executive session. 
It was so voted. A thorough discussion followed in 
which the sub-committee gave the details of the March 
15 inspection and subsequent meeting. Commissioner 
Colby was asked in to give information desired. 

It was moved by Matthews, seconded by Rogers ,that 
the present sub-committee be kept in power to continue 
its investigation relative to changing the County Home 
location. The motion prevailed. 

Rep. Philbrick invited the Delegation to attend a 
road inspection tour on October 19th at 2 p. m. 

It was moved by Cotton, seconded by Shannon that 
the meeting adjourn. It was so voted. Meeting adjourn- 
ed at 3:25 p. m.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS and TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk 
of the Superior Court during the periods under review 
were examined and compared with corresponding en- 
tries in the Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were also examined and the classification 
of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance as of December 31, 1945, is shown in Exhibit L. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Belknap County were examined. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found 
to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by the 
Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and pay- 
rolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 
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COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the 
County Farm were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts were properly 
accounted for by the Superintendent through remit- 
tances to the County Treasurer. 


RECREATION AREA 


The record of receipts and expenditures of the Rec- 
reation Area in Gilford was audited. With the installa- 
tion of the new accounting system by the Superinten- 
dent at the Area this year, it will be possible to obtain 
a further breakdown in the cost of the various activi- 
ties, such as the tramway, ski tows, restaurant, dance 
hall, etc. Receipts from the tramway, ski tows and 
dance hall are now accounted for through the use of 
serially numbered tickets. It is recommended that the 
use of such tickets be further extended to include the 
restaurant, thus making the procedure uniform in 
accounting for receipts of all activities. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


The accounts and records of all county officials which 
were examined were found in good condition and the 
accounting procedure conformed to the standard pro- 
cedure prescribed by this Division. The records were 
very complete and accurate. Suggestions involving a 
few minor changes in current practices were discussed 
with officials during the course of the audit. These were 
as follows: 


1. All County checks should be signed by at least 
two Commissioners. 


2. <All County relief orders should be signed by 
recipients. 


3. Commissioners’ expense vouchers should contain 
detailed account of mileage, subsistance, etc. 


4. Superintendent of County Farm should classify 
petty cash expenditures in order that the accountant 
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at the County office may make the proper distribution 
of this account. 

_5. State, county and municipal governments are 
exempted from the payment of Federal excise taxes 
imposed upon the purchase of certain articles and ser- 
vices. A bulletin containing the list of such articles 
and services as well as the proper form of exemption 
certificates to be filed when exemption is claimed, is 
included therewith. 

6. Capital reserve funds should be transferred 
from the general fund into a special account before the 
end of the fiscal year in which the fund is established. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of 
its essential features should be published in the next 
annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety. The publication of 
Exhibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of the members of this 
Division is hereby expressed to the officials of Bel- 
knap County and the office staff for the assistance 
rendered during the course. of the audit.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Board of County Commissioners and the Cit- 
izens of Belknap County: 


At the March 1946 Term of Superior Court indict- 
ments were returned as follows: 


1. State vs. Clarence O. Blake—Aggravated assault. 
Plea, guilty. Sentenced to six months in the House of 
Correction, and committed. 

2. State vs. Chester N. Orzolek—Larceny by bailee. 
Nolle prossed. 


At the October Term fifteen indictments were re- 
turned against nine defendants, and dispositions were 
as follows: 


1. State vs. John W. Sheehan, Jr.—Larceny. Plea, 
guilty. One year in House of Correction, suspended. 

2. State vs. Weymouth C. Henderson—Larceny. 
Plea, guilty. One year in House of Correction, susp. 

3. State vs. John C. Morin—Breaking, entering and 
larceny. Plea, guilty. Year and a day to three years in 
State prison, and committed. 

4, State vs. Rodney A. Labelle—Attempted unnat- 
ural act. Plea, guilty. Year and a day to three years in 
State Prison, suspended. Probation for three years. 

5. State vs. Michael J. Campo—Attempted unnat- 
ural act. Plea, guilty. Year and a day to three years in 
State Prison, suspended. Probation for three years. 

6. State vs. Arthur Joseph Desmaris. Second de- 
gree manslaughter. Plea, nolo to reckless operating 
resulting in death. Fine, three hundred dollars. 

7. State vs. Oscar Carlson—Unnatural act. Plea, 
guilty. Sentenced to year and a day to three years in 
State Prison, and committed. Second indictment for 
unnatural act and indictment for attempted statutory 
rape marked “Not to go forward,” upon plea to first 
indictment. 
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8. State vs. William Blake—Unnatural act. Plea, 
guilty. Sentenced to year and a day to three years in 
State Prison, and committed. Three other indictments 
for unnatural acts and indictment for statutory rape 
marked “Not to go forward” upon plea to first indict- 
ment. 

9. State vs. Joseph Greenwood—unnatural act. 
Plea, guilty. Sentenced to pay one hundred dollars fine, 
and suspended sentence of one year in House of Cor- 
rection; probation for three years. 

During the past year Maurice P. Bradford, who was 
sentenced to life imprisonment for the so-called State 
School murder in 1917, petitioned the Governor and 
Council for a pardon. Your solicitor opposed the pardon 
at a hearing in Concord on February 8, 1946, as did the 
Honorable William H. Sawyer, who had presided at the 
fall term of court in 1917. The petition was denied. 
Your solicitor has compiled a written account of such 
information as he was able to obtain pertaining to this 
crime, which has been filed with the Attorney General 
in Concord so as to be available in the event of future 
pardon petitions in this case. 

Since his return from military service on January 
21, 1946, your solicitor has prosecuted many criminal 
cases in the four municipal courts of the county, in 
addition to the Superior Court cases mentioned above, 
and has rendered advice and service to the county 
officers and the public on matters affecting the county. 

Since I was not a candidate for reelection, I take 
this opportunity to express my appreciation to all the 
people of the county for having elected me three times 
as their solicitor, and to the public officials and em- 
ployees, county, local and state, for their cooperation 
during these past six years.
